Producers  Set  Course  for  2001 


Cattle  producer  delegates  from  across  the 
province  debated  76  policy  resolutions  at  the 
Alberta  Cattle  Commission  (ACC)  26th  annual 
general  meeting  (AGM)  in  Calgary  this  past 
December. 

Greg  Conn  (left  photo)  of  Innisfail  was 
elected  as  the  new  ACC  chairman  while  Arno 
Doerksen  of  Gem  is  the  new  vice-chairman. 

Cec  Jardine  of  Valleyview  was  chosen  as 
finance  chairman.  As  well,  several  new  board 
member's  and  committee  chairmen  were 
elected. 

Some  of  the  key  policy  decisions  were: 

• The  ACC  will  lobby  for  government  reinvest- 
ment in  beef  industry  development  funds. 

• The  ACC  will  consider  establishing  a cattle 
feeder  council  to  address  feeding  sector 
issues. 

• The  ACC  will  work  with  livestock  commodity 
groups,  municipalities,  and  the  provincial 
government  to  establish  regulations  for 
intensive  livestock  operations. 

• The  ACC  will  request  that  cattle  be  included 
in  the  Net  Income  Stabilization  Account 
program  retroactive  to  January  1,  2000. 

• The  ACC  will  request  changes  to  the  Net 
Income  Stabilization  Account  program  to  set 
aside  the  three  per  cent  interest  bonus  for 
industry  research  and  development  projects. 

• The  ACC  will  lobby  Alberta  Environment  to 
more  stringently  enforce  regulations  con- 
cerning reclamation  of  seismic  holes. 


• The  ACC  will  oppose  the  development  of 
recreational  trails  throughout  agricultural 
land. 

• The  ACC  will  work  to  establish  standards 
dealing  with  the  Alberta  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals'  activities 
within  the  cattle  industry. 

• The  ACC  will  encourage  the  Alberta  govern- 
ment to  rescind  the  Agricultural  Dispositions 
Statutes  Amendment  Act. 

• The  ACC  will  lobby  for  the  right  to  charge  for 
hunting  access  on  private  property. 

• The  ACC  will  push  for  access  to  more  effec- 
tive Richardson  Ground  Squirrel  control 
measures. 

• The  ACC  will  continue  efforts  to  enhance  the 
cattle  industry's  image. 

• The  ACC  will  work  with  the  Canadian  Cattle 
Identification  Agency  to  further  improve  the 
program. 

Other  highlights  of  the  AGM  included  Alvin 
and  Ann  Kumlin  from  Calgary,  Alberta  being 
recognized  as  winner  of  the  2001  Environmental 
Stewardship  Award.  Kumlin  was  selected 
because  of  his  commitment  to  managing  the 
native  range,  riparian  areas  and  tame  forage 
under  his  care  in  a sustainable  manner. 

Jim  Turner  of  Cochrane  was  recognized  for 
his  work  on  behalf  of  the  Alberta  cattle  industry 
after  completing  a two-year  term  as  ACC 
chairman.

Kumlin  Family  Wins  Stewardship  Award 


Living  in  harmony  with  the  natural 
environment  has  earned  a Calgary 
area  ranch  family  the  Alberta  Cattle 
Commission's  (ACC)  highest  award  for 
stewardship.  Alvin  and  Ann  Kumlin  of 
the  Lazy  ->  Ranch  are  the  recipi- 
ents of  the  2001  Environmental 
Stewardship  Award  (ESA). 

Four  generations  of  the  family 
have  ranched  along  the  Jumping 
Pound  Creek  west  of  Calgary.  This 
important  waterway  flows  into  the 
Bow  River  and  is  essential  not  only 
to  cattle  production,  but  also  to 
fish  and  other  species  dependent 
on  the  riparian  area.  Sixty  per  cent 
of  the  trout  spawning  in  the  Jump- 
ing Pound  Creek  takes  place  within 
the  Kumlin's  ranch  property. 

The  Kumlin's  have  protected 
the  Jumping  Pound  by  managing 
cattle  access  through  the  use  of 
electric  fencing  and  working  with  Trout 
Unlimited  Canada  to  wrap  trees  to 
prevent  damage  from  beavers.  They 
also  use  portable  feeders  in  the  winter 
to  continually  move  cattle,  thus 
preventing  manure  build  up  and 


keeping  it  from  entering  waterways. 
These  progressive  producers  keep  their 
stocking  rates  modest  to  maintain  a 
healthy  grass  stand  through  good  and 
bad  moisture  years. 


The  Kumlin  family  is  also  involved  in 
organizations  that  promote  the  future 
of  agriculture  including  Action  for 
Agriculture,  the  Foothills  Forage  Co-op 
Association,  and  the  Municipal  District 
of  Rocky  View.  The  Kumlin's  host  tour 
groups,  sharing  their  knowledge  and 
strategies  for  maintaining  the  environ- 


ment while  operating  a successful 
cattle  operation. 

Their  goal  is  to  leave  healthy 
rangeland,  a clean  water  supply  and 
better  cattle  for  the  next  generation  to 
operate  the  ranch. 

The  ACC  is  proud  to  present 
the  Year  2001  Environmental 
Stewardship  award  to  the  Kumlins. 
Representatives  from  conservation 
and  agriculture  formed,  the 
judging  committee.  Judges 
examined  the  nominees'  steward- 
ship goals  and  activities  including 
accomplishments  in  land  manage- 
ment, water  quality,  wildlife, 
animal  welfare,  and  leadership 
activities  in  the  community. 

The  ACC  is  now  accepting 
nominations  for  the  2002  ESA.  All 
cattle  producers  are  encouraged  to 
either  enter  or  nominate  another 
producer  who  qualifies.  Deadline  for 
nomination  is  July  1,  2001 . The  winner 
will  be  announced  at  the  ACC  annual 
general  meeting  in  December  2001 .

Cattle  Wintering  Sites  - Managing  for  Good  Stewardship  is  a new  publica- 
tion that  gives  producers  information  about  identifying  and  managing  poten- 
tial problems  with  wintering  sites.  The  focus  is  on  common  sense  and  practical 
solutions  that  are  effective  and  economical  for  cattle  producers.  Factors  such 
as  precipitation,  slope,  drainage,  ground  cover,  water  supply,  feeding  and 
bedding  strategies  are  reviewed. 

The  publication  acknowledges  that  every  wintering  site  is  unique  and  that 
beneficial  management  practices  will  differ  from  site  to  site.  The  intent  of  the 
booklet  is  to  help  producers  find  the  strategies  that  work  in  their  individual 
situations.

CCIA-approved  tags  bear  a 
unique  individual  identification  number 
that  will  speed  up  animal  health  and 
food  safety  traceback,  thus  protecting 
markets  for  cattle  and  beef,  As  of 
January  1,  all  cattle  are  required  to  be 
tagged  with  an  approved  ear  tag  by 
the  time  they  leave  the  herd  of  origin.

1 .  Be  it  resolved  the  ACC  investigate 
working  with  Alberta  Agriculture,

8.  Be  it  resolved  the  ACC  lobby  the 
Canadian  Cattlemen's  Association 
to  ensure  there  is  U.S.  herd  of  origin 
recorded  on  imported  U.S.  cattle 
during  the  vector  season. 

9.  Be  it  resolved  the  cattle  imported 
through  the  Restricted  Feeder 
Cattle  Import  Program  must  remain 
in  the  initial  permitted  feedlot  for  a 
minimum  of  60  days.
